PERE HYACINTUE. 

Paris, Dec. 10.— It is reported that the 
Empress lias instructed her chamberlain to 
meet I’ere Hyacinthe, on his arrival at Havre, 
and dissuade him from attempting to preach. 

ROMAN AFFAIRS. 

Letters from Rome represent tnat the Pope 
urges the appointment of Gullican bishops on 
the leading committees. It is generally un- 
derstood that the object of the recent decree 
of the Pope, dissolving the council in case of 
his death, is to prevent the election to the 
Popery of any but an Italian. 

Advices from Rome say the State Council 
as yet Lave. been unable to form a commission 
to regulate the relations between Church and 
State, aud deline the rights of each. Several 
votes have been taken but were indecisive.

Legislative Proceedings— Stacey Ac- 
quitted. 

Nashville, Dec. 16.— The State peniten- 
tiary occupied the attention of both branches 
of tbe Legislature to-day. The House passed 
several bills upou tbe recoimneudution of the 
Committee ou the Penitentiary, and then re- 
committed them. The Seuate passed on the 
third reading a bill changiug the mode of con- 
ducting the institution, aud providing for 
dispossessing it of its present lesseeq. 

The House considered a bill to i educe the 
tax on merchants, repealsug existing laws, 
and providing for an ad vaioron tax on capi- 
tal. The discussion disclosed the fact that 
the advocates of reduction disagreed on the 
proper system to be adopted, some preferring 
ad valorem and others tax upon invoices, anil 
the bill was postponed nntil to-morrow. 

The Senate passed, on its first reading, the 
Cincinnati Southern railroad bill, and referred 
it to the Committee on Internal Improve- 
ments. A number of leading Nashville mer- 
chants were present to lobby against it. 

The case of J. E. Stacy was concluded to- 
day. After hearing the evidence and argu- 
ment, which completely vindicated hiua. Com- 
missioner Compbell ordered Stacy’s dis- 
charge, and he was honorably acquitted. 



FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 

New York, Dec. 16. — There was a very 
gloomy feeling in Wall street to-day, owing 
to the unsettled condition of financial aflairs.

An inventory of the stock 
is being taken, and besides that in their store 
the firm has a large amount of goods iu bond.

ADDRESS of GEN. N EG LEY. 

The Academy of Music was crowded this 
evening to hear the address of General Ncg- 
ley, of which the following is an abstract: 

“In this day of joyous peace, public safety, 
and full enjoyment of the richest abundance of 
God’s blessing, we have assembled to cele- 
brate the third annual holiday of the Society of 
the Army of the Cumberland, to commemo- 
rate the hallowed friendships formed beside 
the camp-fires, along the weary marches, and 
mider the misty smoke of battle. We have 
stepped aside from the busy walks of life and 
wended our way hither from far-distant homes 
to stand in solemn retrospection, hand in 
hand with united hearts, honorable purposes, 
and unaltered devotion, to pledge anew our 
allegiance to truth, Christianity aud universal 
liberty, those imperishable principles of right 
which, under the will of unerring Providence, 
vindicated the claims of humanity, severed 
the galling fetters of the bondsman, guaran- 
teed the rights of the American citizen, pun- 
ished treason and rebellion not mercilessly, 
and preserved the grandeur of national unity. 
We arc not here to breathe the spirit of dis- 
cord, rekindle the passions of war, nor to 
invoke the demon of political strife. Ours is 
a mission of good will to all men, fraternal 
harmony and the homage of loving acknowl- 
edgements of reverence to heroic deeds whose 
memories are ever enshrined in the hearts 
of the greut Brotherhood of the Society of 
the Cumberland. Still we efuun 
the dearly purchased privilege of bearing tes- 
timony to the military prowess, pure pa- 
triotism, heroic devotion, and the gentleman- 
ly deportment of the loyal soldiers of Ameri- 
ca. We thank the Giver of all good, their ef- 
forts were not in vain; that the legacy of a 
free Government bequeathed to us by our 
revolutionary fathers has not perished in 
their generation. We are also thankful that 
to some of us it has been granted to witness 
the fruits of patriotic bravery and wisdom — 
such fruits, my friends, as civil revolu- 
tions do not often bring forth. What 
reward, jewel or crown, could the 
kingdoms of the old world bestow in compari- 
son with the honor and gratification of having 
united in securing to every American citizen 
equality before the law, stability to our Re- 
publican institutions, aud the happy realiza- 
tion of the wavering hopes of the friemla of 
freedom ushered into existence? What 
wonderful changes are now before us to con- 
template since the boys in blue samr: 

“We aie coming, father Abraham, Six Hun- 
dred Thousand more.” 

“What grand results have beeu achieved 
since Geti. Sherman, tbe world’s admired 
hero, tented the first battalions of the future 
army of the Cumberland on the 
picturesque scenes of Green river! 
How vividly we remembered his pro- 
phetic announcement that it would 
require oue quadruple more of power than 
the armed foice then in the field to reach the 
strongholds of the great rebellion. We also 
well remember that his clear and compre- 
hensive estimate of the herculean task on 
hand at once deprived him of his command, 
and sigually disgraced some of the authori- 
ties at Washington. now great a fulfillment 
of the destinies of the military children w hich 
Skernnin left acquiring the first rudiments of 
war. Oh, how changed the subsequent scenes 
in the great drama that ensued from the time 
when the dignified and acoomplished Don 
Carlos Bncll eneerfully traversed the romantic 
country between the Tennessee and Ohio 
rivers, "or when he ran the Derby with Brax- 
tou Bragg. 

“Or, Dually, what change since that pathetic 
hour when our Moses knelt by the side of 
fighting Moody, praying and weeping that 
Nashville might be shared to him aa his polit- 
ical inheritance. 

“With an houest pride in our race and a 
faith in the future unity and grandeur of our 
empire, we cordially welcome our misguided 
brethren to stand manfully and fearlessly with 
us upou the broad platform of equality, jus- 
tice, and independence, the sole principles 
which can warrant our uninterrupted welfare 
as a great people. And once again we say to 
them, let the old flag with its glorious tradi- 
tions of the past wave proudly over our 
Union, one and indivisible, gathering with it 
always aud evermore the golden sheaves of 
peace, prosperity, and power.” 

In closing he said: “My friends, I would 
have you bear with me kindly a little while 
longer, that we may pay a tribute of respect in 
terms of endearing remembrance to the fame of 
those bruve comrades who have passed be- 
yond the mysterious portals of eternity, on 
the noiseless march which hath no return. 
Kind Father, grant Thou that the cause that 
numbered them with the nation’s dead may 
moulder with their ashes aud never again 
blight the happiness of our firesides with the 
anguish of bereaved parents, widows, and 
lonely orphans. Men may come and may eo, 
but the memory of those who died in defeuse 
of their country’s laws will be cherished while 
reason holds its sway.”

IOWA. 

Railroad Convention— Forcible Re- 
sistance Threatened — Violent Ilar- 
angues— $10,000,000 Involved. 

Chicago, Deo. 16. — The Rjilroad Bond 
Convention, composed of delegates from com- 
panies iu Iowa having bonded indebtedness, 
assembled at Mnscatiue, Iowa, yesterday. 
Some sixty or seventy delegates were present, 
representing their companies. Hop. J. B. 
Grinnell was made the president, lie thought 
it an honor to he called upon to preside over the 
so-called rebels of Iowa. He was not a re- 
pudiator, but a person who wants his rights. 
Ihe Committee on Resolutions, through 
Governor Kirkwood, reported t series of res- 
olutions, the leading features of which are as 
follows: 

Whereas, Recent decisions of the Federal 
courts, involving co-operation ot railroad 
’ bonds m this State, seem to us subversive of 
the authority and dignity of our State courts 
anil dangerous to the rights and privileges of 
citizens of the State, if not po?itive cncroach- 
. ineut upon the jurisdiction of the State courts; 

, therefore be it 

• Resolved , That we respectfully and earnestly 
protest against the exercise of such authority 
by the Federal Courts, and hereby pledge our 

. sympathy and support to the State Courts in 
the maintenance of tbeir rightful authoritv; 
l that the convention call upon the General As- 
sembly of Iowa to take notice of the late cle- 

• cisiou of the Federal Supreme Court, and to 
apply to Congress and other States to protect 

i our citizens against similar encroachments of 
i heir rights; that this convention recommend 

• to the citizens i f the several counties and 
, cities interested in this railroad bond question 
[ to pay all their taxes, except their boud tax, 

and to refuse to pay that nntil all legal aud 
i practical remedies are exhausted. 

The debate on these resolutions was long 
and animated. Governor Kirkwood msDted 
that the people of the State had a right, 

1 through its Legislature, to enact such laws as 
they please, provided, they do not entrench 
on the Constitution of the” United States, and 
j had a right to say that their courts should ii - 
. terpret the law as it reads. He advised delay 
t in the payment of the tax, and said let us pav 
r all other taxes but this, and for it turn over 
our property, and wheu offered at unction 
: let no man buy. 

Senator Bennett, Mr. McNutt and others 

■ said the resolutions were not strong enough. 

Mr. Lusk, from Lie county, wished to iu- 
form the convention that, so far, it had been 
[ fooling its time away. The only resort for us 
is to use force. Men of this day cannot be 
coaxed. We mnst force or buy them. We 
must give up lawyers and do our own dirty 
1 work. We must not depend upon Judges, 

■ for there is not one of thtm on the Federal 
or State benches who cannot be bought. We 
must force our Legislature to tax railroads, 
and give us the money. No more lawyers 
or Judges. We have already paid lawyers 
as much as the debt amounts to. We could 
have compromised at thirty cents on the dol- 
lar but for tbem. Now every dollar has come 
to be ten. 

The resolutions w ere finally uaanimously 
adopted. 

Mr. Lusk afterwards said if he had spoken 
falsely against tbe J udge of the Supreme 
Court he took it ail back. 

The convention then adjourned sine die.

Kentucky Finances. 

IFrom the St. Louis Republican.] 

The “Coufedrit Cross Rodea wich is the 
Stait ov Kintucky” is usually put dow n in the 
Radical lexicon as the most benighted, bar- 
baric and irreclaimably Copperhead Common- 
wealth of this hemisphere. And yet tbe afore- 
said commonwealth seems to mauage its do- 
mestic finances with a success that some ol 
its very “loyal” sisters might euvy. The 
message of Governor Stevenson, sent to tbe 
Legislature last week shows that on the loth 
of October, 1869, the State debt was $1,658,804* 
At the same time the sinking fund had $40,849, 
loaned temporarily to the revenue proper, and 
there was a balance in the treasury of $356,783 
— making together $1,259,835, which sum, if 
applied to the extinguishment of the 
debt, would reduce that debt to 
$399,558. To meet this the sinking fund 
holds bank stocks, railroad stocks, turnpike 
stocks and other property worth $1,287, 8o3 — 
or an excess of available resources over the 
debt of $888,294. It is no wonder then that 
Kentucky bonds are worth 106; for the State 
could pay off its entire debt at any moment, 
and still have a balance ou hand large enough 
to defray its government expenses tor two 
years. 

Mr. H. C. Dorsey, a painter of Pawtucket, 
R. I., is the philanthropist who spends most 
of his income in giving annual dianers of 
roast turkeys to the convicts iu the New 
Englaud penitentiaries. A correspondent of 
the New York Tribune recently bad an inter- 
view with him, aud in his account of it says: 
“Mr. Dorsey informed me that he had lately 
written to the warden of tbe penitentiary in 
Kentucky — not knowing who he was — stating 
that if it would be agreeable he would like 
to give a ‘big barbecue’ to the convicts of his 
native State. He had just received a reply, 
from which he learned that an old friend of 
his — Harry L Todd — was the keeper, and that 
his proffered gift would be most welcome. 
So he will have the biggest ox in Kentucky 
roasted and served up to the prisoners, with 
‘all the fixins.’ I said to him, ‘They have an 
excellent keeper now in the State peniten- 
tiary at Richmond, Va. — Burnham Wardell — 
whose great aim and effort are to lead the 
criminals under his care to ‘cease to do evil 
and learn to do well.’ I don’t think the in- 
mates of that prison have ever had such a 
feast as, through your generosity, so many 
other convicts have enjoyed.’ He instantly 
replied, ‘My mother was born in Virginia. I 
will write to Wardell at once. The prisoners 
there shall have a feast this year.’ ” 



The Terre Haute Express says, in connec- 
tion with a proposed visit of Joe Jefferson to 
that city: “His first and only appearance here 
was in Hamer’s old pork-house, on the corner 
of Mulberry and Second streets, some eight or 
ten years before Early’s pork-house was built, 
and his performance consisted of two or three 
comic songs. Young Joe, then a boy of about 
twelve years, was traveling with bis father, who 
had a small itinerant troupe. They desired to 
give a performance here, but found that the 
license fee fora single theatrical entertain 
ment was fifty dollars, a sum larger than their 
gross receipts were likely to be in a small 
place and in ‘hard times.’

THE CINCINNATI RAILROAD. 

The intelligence of the passage by the Ten- 
nessee House of Representatives of the Cin- 
ciuuiti Southern railroad charter, curtailed 
though it has beeu of some of its objectiou- 
! able features by that body, inspires tiie friends 
ol the mcasure here with some degree of confi- 
dence. I have taken some pains lo arrive at 
the state of legislative opinion upon the sub- 
; ject, aud 1 have no hesitation in predicting 
that Cincinnati and Cincinnati influence will 
( never and under no circumstances get a 
charter through the Kentucky Legislature 
i granting unusual privileges to a foreign cor- 
poration. It looks to me like the very acme 
of impudence for people living m another 
State to propose to Kentucky and Tennessee 
that in consideration of the pvtsibU appropria- 
tion often million dollars toward the bnildiug 
of the Chattanooga road, a sum which, if really 
forthcoming. Would be wholly inadequate to 
the enterprise, they shall alone be stockhold- 
ers, and as such invested with exclusive privi- 
leges. Kentucky has no objection to a rail- 
road to Chattanooga in addition to the one 
contemplated by Louisville, but from tbe Cin- 
cinnati Southern, with such a charter as 
that contemplated, she must ask to be ex- 
cused. 

GEOGRAPHICAL SURVEY. 

It is to be hoped that some measure look- 
ing to the completion of a thorough geograph- 
ical survey wf Keutucky will be euacted at 
the preseut session ot the General Assembly. 
The recommendation contained in the Gov- 
ernor’s message in this connection, though 
well enough as for as it goes, does not go far 
enough. What is wanted is a thorough geo- 
graphical survey, embracing au analysis of the 
varieties of soils aDd minerals of the diderent 
sections. The unfinished survey of Prof. 
Oweu should be completed. \Ve already 
know that portions of the State abound in coal 
and iron, and there are abundant reasons for 
believing that untold wealth m the way of min- 
erals lies hidden in the recesses of our moun- 
tainous regions. In many regions volcanic 
action has thrown to the surface the evi- 
dences of curious, if not of valuable, min- 
eralogical deposits, aud iu short, the moun- 
tains of Kentucky, though rich iu little else, 
seem to abound i'u minerak>gical wealth. A 
correct and reliable survey would be of incal- 
culable service iu the development of our re- 
sources of this kind, and as the expenditure 
would tie iu comparison insignificant, lot us 
have it by all means.
